‘ELECTION LAWS 
_ IN UNITED STATES 


(Continued.)

A report from the United States 
census bureau dealing with the for- 
eign-born whites of voting age in 
48 leading cities throughout the 
country in 1920 shows in every in- 
stance that much more than half of 
the foreign-born population are not 
naturalized and therefore ineligible 
to vote, althought they are quite 
welcome in the country as produc- 
ers of huge totals of surplus values 
The total thus disfranchised amounts 
to 3,400,000 in these 48 cities alone. 
The laws are particularly stringent 
against the rights of foreign-born 
workers to become citizens of the 
country, five years continuous resi- 
dence being required for obtaining 
citizenship, in addition to many 
technical requirements that must be 
met. 

Negroes in South. 

In the South, the Negro popula- 
tion, which is about equal to that 
of the whites, is almost wholly dis- 
franchised. Such Negroes who have 
qualified to vote by payment of full 
taxes required in several’ of the 
states, and who have registered ayd 
otherwise complied with stringent 
provisions of the law find them- 
selves arbitrarily challenged and 


appear at the polls. 

In South Carolina, where each 
party prints its own ballots, Ne- 

groes who call for the democratic 

ballot are permitted to register their 
“opinion.” Other Negroes are gen- 
erally arrested if they dare to go 
through with an attempt to vote. 


Many of the Southern states cir- 


cumvented the 14th Amendment to 
the Federal Constituffon by special 
laws containing property require- 
ments, etc. In order that these laws 
might apply to the Negroes only, a 
“grandfather clause” was usually 
added which excepted from these 
laws all whose grafdfathers had 
voted before the Civil War. No 
Southern Negro, of course, had the 
privilege of voting before the Civil 


American Power and Light and War 


A comparison of the vote in 
Georgia, one of the most backward 
of the Southern states, and the state 
of Indiana, whose population is 
about equal to that of Georgia, re- 
veals this condition more clearly 


this change in the industrial order 


than words can picture. The census 
poe 1920 gives the population of In- 
diana as 2,942,210 and that of 
Georgia as 2,910,598. The vote for 
president in 1920 was 1,108,000 in 
Indiana, and 151,000 in Georgia. 
The census of 1920 shows only 
51% million eligible to vote in the 
whole country, of which only 26% 
million actually voted in that year 
which was a presidential year and 


therefore attracts the highest total 


of votes. 


All this, of course, militates di- 
reetly against the chances of work- 
f ing class parties, because the masses 
ol the disfranchised are almost 
wholly workers among whom are 
large sections of highly class-con- 
scious and militant workers. 


When the votes have been finally 
registered, the counting is done by 
the election boards in each election 
precinct. These boards consist of of- 
ficials appointed by the dominant 
political parties and usually com- 
pensated by the state. There are no 
non-partisan officials, although in 
New York, the Honest Ballot Asso- 
ciation, which is a semi-private in- 
stitution, is permitted to send watch- 
ers to the various precincts. It has 
rarely been the experience of the

Called for Violence! 
Against Kun 


VIENNA, July 19.—Gustav Wolff, 
leader of the Austrian monarchist 
party, was tried by a jury here to- 
day and found guiity of high trea- 
son. 

The monarchist made himself 
very conspicuous during the trial of 
the Communist leader, eBla Kun. 
By means of speaking, writing curd- 
ling Jetters and fiery statements he 
called upon the Hungarian fascists | 
to invade Austria in armed bands 
and forcibly take Bela Kun from 
the Austrial police and turn him 
over to Horthy justice, 


The Budapest police were only too 
eager to carry out the suggestion, 
and did all in their power to induce 
the Vienna government to turn Bela 
Kun over to them. The demonstra- 
tions of workers, however, were too 
menacing, and eBla Kun remained | 
in an Austrian jail. 

The jury found Wolff guilty aad 
sentenced him to one year in prison.

Police “Protection.” 

The state also provides a uni- 
formed policeman for each board 
In practice, this policeman inter- 
venes only on behalf of the election | 
board officials, i.e., generally sneak- 
thieves and ga gsters whose duty 
it is to see tba slots of opponents | 
are spoiled, voie*, marked, defaced 
and finally not counted. 

Danese officials assume czaristic 
powers. It is common practice for 
them to resort to bodily violence 
where they dre being thwarted by a 
good watcher. On several occasions 
before the left wing split, when the 
socialist party was electing minor 
officials in New York, these offi- 
cials who, as candidates for re-elec- 
tion, had every legal right to enter 
the polling places, received bad 
beatings when they attempted to 
protest against fraud and vote steal- 
ing. In no instance was the police- 
man on duty known to interfere and 
never was a judge to be found who 
would consent to act against the 
grossest violation of the law. 

Although generally the law pain- 
stakingly makes careful provision 
for the safeguarding of the vote, the 
rule is invariably to disregard the 
law and to violate its every pro- 
vision, so long as the parties of Wal! 
Street are served and no official, no 
policeman, no district attorney, and 
no judge will ever consent to en- 
force its provisions or prosecute any 
violation made on behalf of these 
parties. 

Democracy in America resolves It- 
self into the proposition that new or 
minor parties seriously making a 
bid to elect any of their candidates 
find themselves from the first en- 
gaged in a series of bitter strug- 
gles. Fraud and violence rule su- 
preme. The brutal dictatorship of 
the bourgeoisie throwing aside all 
pretense of decency and legality. 
comes to the fore naked and un- 
ashamed. Workers participating in 
the parliamentary campaigns in 
America learn very quickly that the 
bourgeoisie will never surrender po- 
litical power without a desperate re- 
sort to arms.
